It was not 
the intention of the committee to give 
meal tickets lo any but the necessitous, 
and that as soon us matters conld be ar- 
ranged Ui protect honest laborers, hobos 
and tramps would be dealt with in a 
vigorous manner.

tempted to escape from jail by diggins:

were locked up iu the large 


room in the upper story which was 
originally intended for the woman's du- 
parlment, which lias small bedrooms 
partitioned off at the ends. 


The middle cell at the east end has :i 


grated window which opens just above 
the roof of the east wing. Once out on 
the roof it would have been an easy 
mutter to have escaped to Ihe ground by 
means of ropes furnished by their uut- 
side accomplices. 


Last week Deputy Sheriff Tiininins in 


making an examination of the jail found 
two boles bored through the wall in the 
corner occupied by the bath room into 
the cell occupied by Mrs. W". S. James, 
which is on the opposite side from where 
tho atlempt was made. 


On examination a small pointed bar 


was found with which the work had 
been done. This bar is said to have 
been left there about a month ago by a 
plumber while repairing the pipes to tbe 
bath. 


The holes made were large enough to 


admit a stick of {.'iant powder, and may 
have been made with a view of blowing 
out the side of the building, but il is 
claimed thai James made it for tlie pur- 
pose of talking to his wife in order to 
arrange the etories about the murder of 
Wiliard S. Good, which they charge to 
Sidney Jones, in order to make them 
jibe a little better than they did in (lie 
examination before Justice Austin. 


Upon this discovery James was at 


once removed down sUiirs and put iutu 
1,1 iu cell with Uhris lOvans, much to the 
lallers disgust. This led to a search of 
the cells, and DepiHy Titniutns ilemaml- 
ed any tools, they bad in the room.
